ARTIES OR MOBS? 
We have had, ever since we came to know 

him well, a very high admiration for William How- 
ard Taft, now President of the United States. The 
man’s clearness of views and judiciousness of opin- 
ions cannot be too highly admired. 
How generous the President’s appreciation of the 
late Grover Cleveland was in the speech he deliv- 
ered in New York the other night. Mr. Cleveland 
was a man of great personality, of a strong type of 
thought, and like all strong men, with strong feel- 
ings and strong convictions, liable to error in spite 
of his greatness. But that should not blind our 
eyes and did not blind those of Mr. Tafyto the real 
greatness of Cleveland's character. 
‘But what we wish to emphasize in this discussion 
of the President is the following: “Mr. Cleveland 
was positive. He was affirmative. He was cour- 
He believed He believed in 


Again we i satisfaction to the 
following: “The first time Mr. Cleveland was in 
power he was associated with a Republican Senate. 
This gave little opportunity for any radical change 
by legislation in previous policies of Republican ad- 
ministrations, but it did offer an opportunity for 
Mr. Cleveland to point out to the country that our 
government is a government of three distinct 
branches, the executive, the legislative and the ju- 
dicial, and that the executive has a sphere which 
the legislative branch has. no right to invade.” 

We have among us, and here in Los Angeles as 
much as elsewhere, a new type of thought in Amer- 
ican citizenship. The view held by these New 
Lights is that parties are an unmixed evil and must 
be got rid of. Whether they think so in the back of 
their heads or not, they act as if they think that 
one branch of the government is enough and that 
the others ought to be put out of action. They 
differ among themselves and from themselves from 
time to time as to which branch should be effective 
and which declared effete. If the legislative branch 
is disposed to pass laws agreeable to citizens of 
this new type, it is lauded to the skies; executives 
who dare to veto the bills passed up to them are 
“undesirables”: and courts which presume to declare 
a popular measure unconstiutional are “tools of 
corporations” or “hirelings” of some malign influ- 
ence. If an executive pleases like a wild colt to 
take the bit in his mouth and execute laws that 
do not exist or laws that do exist in an unconsti- 
tutional way, then the crowd throws up its hat for 
the executive and damns the court or the Legisla- 
ture that stands in the way of the hero of the hour, 
Well, Mr. Taft and Mr. Root, who both declare 
that parties are good gnough for them, and those 
great statesmen who insist that the independent 
branches of the government shall each attend to its 
own functions and let the others alone, are the 
ones we shall prefer to tie to. They are the types 
of statesmen who have guided this country througn 
all the vicissitudes of the past century and whose 
wisdom has made our progress possible and our 
achievements to stand safely. They will control 
our affairs in the future as they have controlled 
them in the past. 

This country is founded upon principles that 
go to the very bottom of all things, and they can-

taken thousands of years to work 
have been clarified in practice, amended 
' from ti time in their operation, and have 
come to a stage of particularly high perfection. It 
late in the day to go back to the beginning 
and work out these theories and problems all over 
again in the same struggle between contending 
factions, They are settled and settled for al! time, 
whether they are understood by the modern re- 
former or not. 

One of the things tried out and established be- 
yond all reasonable controversy and beyond all 
reach of reversal is that parliamentary govern- 
ments must be conducted along the lines of party. 
Parties require organization and cannot exist with- 
out it. Another fundamental principle tried out 
and as firmly established is that the functions of 
government shall be kept separate. One branch

Many a business man complains because he can- 
not get money from local or distant banks, when in 
fact the fault is his own.

The man who in- 
variably lifts his paper the day it is due seldom 
has to ask twice for new accommodation. 

It does not follow from this easy money market 
in New York that loans on real estate secured by 
mortgage for one to five years can be had at these 
low rates. The financier is well persuaded that he 
can see ahead a matter of thirty days to four 
months. When it comes to half a year, with the 
turn of the seasons and crops intervening, with 
other possible contingencies not easy to estimate, it 
is usual to exact higher rates of interest. This is 
shown by call money, which under normal condi- 
tions is always the cheapest. The longer the time 
mercantile paper runs the higher the rate. When 
it comes to a question of a loan on real estate to 
run a term of years, no money can be had in any 
market on Los Angeles property at the present time 
for less than 5% per cent. This statement is based 
upon. the fact that during the past week a loan was 
made here of $275,000 at that rate.

The police 
force is inadequate. Then there is the streeting of 
the city, which presses all the time throughout all 
the years and will do so more and more. Sixth 
street is about to be paved, and unless the cross 
streets coming down from higher ground are also 
paved, the main thoroughfare will be spoiled after 
every rain with the enormous amount of sand and 
mud washed down from the natural soil streets. 

We must pav the penalty of our greatness as a 
city as individuals have to. We are ing at a 
. great pace and it is the ambition of all who love 
the city and who have business interests of any 
kind in. it to see it go on growing. The more rapid 
the growth the louder and more insistent will be 
the demand for increased appropriations from all 
the departments of «the city government. Our 
municipal debt is not a light one now, and what 
there is left of our credit ought to be handled with 
great care in view of emergencies that may arise. 
It is amazing, the nonchalant way in which prop- 
erty-holders and taxpayers permit bond elections to 
go by default. It is even more astonishing the 
ardent zeal with which our people clamor for fre- 
quent special elections for one purpose or another, 
including recalls. Each of these special elections 
uses up money which might be used for permanent 
improvements at an amazing pace. 


There is still one very important branch of pub- 
lic improvement we have not touched upon. In a 
city of tourists such as ours is the parks should 
command a great deal of earnest attention. In line 
is the necessity for children’s playgrounds in many 
parts of the city. Ambassador Bryce, in speaking 
of what a modern city ought to be, laid much em- 
phasis upon the beautifying thereof. Beautiful 
streets and parks, he thought, are a necessary fea- 
ture of every city. We have nearly as many tour- 
ists visit Los Angeles annually as Paris. We have 
a climate that invites to outdoor living all the year 
round. If Los Angeles had a boulevard like the 
Avenue Champs Elysees and a playground for the 
people like the Bois de Boulogne, it would be a 
very attractive place for the tourist. We have al- 
ready the possibilities for two parks such as could 
not be matched in the world if they were only put 
in order. There ought to be a magnificent boule- 
vard through the city of Los Angeles, running out 
to Elysian Park, through that playground, and 
across to Griffith Park, and then through that im- 
mense public domain. But all these things mean 
money in very large sums. 

The combined taxation paid upon the assessed 
valuation of. property in the city of Los. Angeles 
is estimated by the banks to amount to about 3 per 
cent. Not to frighten strangers who are unable to 
analyze the situation, it is but fair to say that the 
assessed value is about 50 per cent. of the market 
value of property in this city. But with this ex- 
planation it is still impressive enough when we 
think of an annual tax of 1% per cent. on the mar. 
ket value of property.
